Famous. American ‘Air Fighter .. Re- 
fuses to Talk of Exploits. 


‘' Lieut. Col.) Wiliam Thaw, known as 
‘the ‘American, Eagle.’ in the days of 
the Lafayette Escadrille, arrived at. the 
home of his. mother, Mrs.* Benjamin 
Thaw, 640 Park Avenue, last nfght. 
Colonel. Thaw and a half-dozen other of- 
ficers reached Newport News, Va., early 
Saturday morning on the steamship 
Martha Wahksington. 

Beyond saying that he was feéling fit 
and that he hada first-rate trip over, 
Colonel. Thaw declined to talk about 
himself or his ‘experiences.

A riumber of hardy explorers have made 
certain discoveries and established cer 
tain scientific facts, but the major part 
lef the work still remains to. be done, 
Both Admiral Peary and, Captain Baft- 
lett want, I beHeve, to do a great deal 
of scientific researeh in the polar basin, 
of which over 1,000,000 square miles re- 
‘main unexplored, and they would want 


| ship where the fléra and faung from the 
ocean bottom will be kept until the re- 
turn' of the expedition. Little or no 
data has beer obtaitied from the bot- 
tom of the poldr basin; no meterolog- 
ical surveys have been mane in the 
polar region.”’ 

In a sipplementary cbitniavint issued 
for the Aero Club by Henry Woodhouse, 
its secretary, it was’said that Admiral 
Peary had commented upon the pleni- 
tude of mica in thé polar regions shortly 
after British ships, carrying that ma- 
terial to this country for use in manu- 
facturing badly ‘needed gas masks, had 
been sunk by Ge®man submarines. It is 
related that ‘Admiral Peary said then 
that many other minerals would , be 
found in abundance in the polar regions 
by an exploration ‘conducted by air- 
planes. 

* According to Edward A. Teves, Map 
Curatur of the Royal Geographical 
Society, HBiigland, only one-seventh of 
the earth’sesurface has been accurately 


‘mapped, and two-thirds hgs been 
mapped only from: rough sketches, and 
the remainder has not been surveyed at 
all,’ the statement continues: 

* Our geographic knowledge ,is exten- 
sive, but not complete. The total area 
of the land surface of the earth, to- 


arctic and antarctic regions, which may 
be éither land or water, is about 60,- 
hy 000 square miles. Of this only about 

000,000 square miles have been scien- 
seventh, f the remainder, about 6,000 
reliable ao chiefly non-topograph- 
ical; about 38,000,000 miles have been 
mapped erly pte route traverses and 
sketches, and 8,000,000 miles are entirely 
unsurveyed and unmapped.

THE HOG ISLAND BILL. 

It is the conclusion of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, after investigdting 
the Hog Island shipbuilding plant upon 
the request of Chairman Hur.ey of 
the Shipping Board, that ‘‘ the facts 
do not justify criminal process.”” Mr. 
Hurwey had suspected that there was 
** serious disorganization and negli- 
gence ’’ at Hog Island. He called upon 
the Attorney Generat to turn on the 
light. 

The plant, including fifty shipways, 
was to cost $21,000,000; the. bill is 
$61,000,000, an increase of $40,000,- 
000. Against the difference may be 
checked extra expenditure on account 
of unfavorable subsoil conditions and 
for longer ways and ‘piers and adgi- 
tional shop and storage capacity asked 
for by the: Emergency Fieet Corpora- 
tion, which the Shipping Board had 
created, to get-the work done. The 
Emergency Fieet Corporation, it must 
be understood, was to find a firm or 
company that would build the shipyard 
needed, ahd afterward the ships. <A 
contract was made with the American 
International Corporation of New 
York. This corporation agreéd to buy 
847 acres of land at Hog Island and 
build the yard upon the tract. It was 
to get its compensation from a 6 ‘per 
cent. rental for the land, plus a per- 
centage. of the cost of building the 
yard and completing the ships, to 
which’ were to be adied premiums for 
early deliveries and for savings in 
cost; but it was stipulated that there 
would be penalties for delayéd deliy- 
eries and for increased cost. A com- 
plicating post-contract arrangement 
was the understanding, unwritten ac- 
cording to the report, that Strons & 
Wesster and the New York Ship- 
building Corporation were to be jointly 
interested in the benefits and burdens. 

The requisition for longer ways and 
piers and for more shop and storage 
capacity, together with the cost of 
‘dealing with newly discovered swampy 
subsoil ‘conditions, -would legitimately 
call fora revision upward of the orig- 
inal estimate of $21,000,000, but how 
can the stretching of the total cost to 
‘$61, 000,000. be accounted for? There 
was an accepted revision to $27, 000,- 
+000 on Nov. 27, 1917, (the date of the 
contract was Sept. 13, 1917,) and in 
‘their findings the investigators speak 
of an additional item of $6,000,000 for 
further improvements approved. This 
would bring the -revised estimate to 
$88,000,000. ‘There would remaih an 
excess charge ‘of $28, 000,000 to be ex- 
ae?

That is to say, an addition: of ¢ $28,- 
000,000 to ‘the bill was of minor im- 
portance! The investigators admit 
that they can’t understand why Hog 
Island should . have cost‘so much, but 
perhaps the wonder. is that: it: didn’t 
‘cost more, since the agent considered 
that **'the question of. cost: was of 
minor importance.’’ What is to. be 
done about it? The view ‘of interested 
parties that, *‘'one of the ‘greatest en- 
gineering feats of the age,”’ the mag- 
nitude of which the people are called 
upon’ to- admire and appreciate, cost 
no “more than was necessary, cannot 
be accepted without, absolute demon- 
stration. ‘The arbitration plan recom- 
mended by the Department of Justice 
investigators should not be adopted 
until the Senate Commerce Committee, 


the last bit of evidence bearing upon 
the responsibility of the Hog Island 
bullders for presenting such a huge 
bill to the Government. Uncle Sam is 
good pay, but he has no money to 
waste. 








NAVY MEN FEEL SLIGHTED. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Being a member of the crew of the 
U. 8. 8. Leviathan, U. S.: Navy’ trans- 
port, since Aug. 11, 1917, I feel that 
it is my duty in behalf of my ship- 
mates, not only ‘on this ship but on 
all the ships in the service, to make a 
protest. Everything we read in the 
papers is always praising the army. 
Not that I do not admire the wonder- 
ful fighting and work ‘the’ army ‘has 
done, but don’t you think the navy 
ought to get a little credit once in a 
while? Just think of the: men onthe 
destroyers and patrol boats that have 
been in European waters ‘long before 
any of the soldiers started to go. 
Haven't they dene just as much to 
win this war as the army has?>-1t 
Was not the navy’s fault that the’cow- 
ardly German fleet did not come out 
to fight. If they had, the navy would 
have fought to the least man and ship 
—and won, too. ‘if tt kad not been 
for the navy, how could the soldiers 
have gotten across? Everybody that 
reade will know that there have been 
vety few men (army) tos? on ths gsgs 
through enemy action. In England 
everything is the navy, and. théy de- 
serve every bit of. it. The English 
have the most wonderful navy in the 
world, put still they’ think ‘that with- 
‘out the timely help: of the: :Amferican 
Gébs thé war Would have lMstéd ‘much 
longer than it has. 

I am not making this protest in my 
behalf alone; but in behalf of my fel- 
low-shipmates in the naval . service, 
who feel pretty sore over the raw 
deal they have been getting.

Author of Book That Stirred Bap- 
tists, and Teacher in Chicago. 


Bpectal to Tre New York Times, 
CHICAGO, Ill, Dee. 22.—Dr. George 
Burman Foster, Professor of Religious 
Philosophy ‘in Chicago University, died 
here today. Dr. Foster was dropped 


from the Baptist Ministers’ Conference 
of Chicago June 21,. 1909; following the 
publication of his book on “ The Func- 
tion of Religion in Man’s Struggle for 
BExistence,’’ in which the divinity of 
Christ was denied. The book stirred 
widespréad criticism at the time. The 
conference did not have the power to ex- 
pel him from the Church and he re- 
mained a Baptist.

Randolph Bourne, a contributing edi- 
tor of The Dial, The New Republic, and 
other magazines, died yesterday at his 
home, 18 West Eighth Street, of bron- 


chial pneumonia. He had been ill only 
a few days, although for several- years 
a physical disability had impaired his 
health.

Col- 
lege, in Virginia, and was a Fellow at 
Tone op kins University from 1876 to 
1878. ad received degrees from the 
Universities of Cambridge, Aberdeen, 
Oxford, and Edinburgh. 


Quiet, unassuming, with a dread of 
publicity, Dr, Page as Ambassador to 
St. James’s Court in the trying and un-~- 
certain days immediately before our 
efitry ‘into the world war, held a post of 
first importance and held it through all 
the complications, many of them 
thought to be German-inspired, with 
rare tact and insight. Once referred to 
as ‘the President's ear in Burope,’’ 
he did: much to further the cause of

The late Ambassador was a Souther- 
ner of the soft-spoken, gracious, tactful 
school, and*all through his life he main- 
tained a ‘close. connection . with ...the 
South and its prublems, especially those 
relating to social conditions. e was 
born on Aug. 15, 1855, in the villa “‘-_ of 
Garys a suburb of Raleigh, North Caro- 

lina. He was graduated at Randolph-

under the venerable Dr. Basil L. Gflder- 
sleeve. 

Upon his completion of studies. at 
Johns Hopkins, Mr. Page decided that 
his future was in literature, thought to 
get some preliminary training and took 
up newspaper work. He was unable’to 
get a: job in the’South, and went West, 
working. on a small daily. « ater he re- 
turned..to North. Carolina and became 
editor of a small newspaper in Raleigh. 
Probably inexperience did it, but Mr. 
Page’s first and only failure in the pub- 
lishing field occurred, there. He finally 
sold his holdings to a young man named f 
Daniels who came along and who later 
was to sign himself Josephus Daniels, 
Secretary of the Navy. : 


Studies Sociological Problems. 


Mr. Page’s next venture was to intgr- 
est himself in socfological problems in 
the South. He organized the first news- 
paper syndicate on the other side of the 


Mason-Dixon line in order to get his 
convictions before the people. Many of 
the interviews he obtained while, tour- 
ing the South for The Boston Post, The 

Springfield Republican and The New 
York World attracted considerable at- 
tention. One in particular, an interview 
‘with Jefferson avis, provoked much 
favorable comment. During this period 
of his life Mr. Page was foremost in 
advocating better farming, rotation~of 
crops, manufactures, good. roads, and 
good schools. He introduced these things 
into the South when that country re- 
garded innovations as almost undesir- 
able, but by his force and personality 
conquered opposition. 

Later* he became editor of The - At- 
lantic Monthly, in Boston, and he di- 
rected. the influence of that publication 
to. fields other than pure literature 
alone. While in Boston he became liter- 
ary adviser to the publishing firm of 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., and there he 
began to make the acquaintance of the 
foremost literary people of the country. 
After five years’ residence in Boston he 
decided that if he were so valuable to 
others he was worth more to himself 
- a publisher and he joined with Frank 

N. Doubleday im founding the publishing 
jouse of ee, Page & Co. of Gar- 
den City, L. I 

In April five years ago when it be- 
came known that Mr. ae had accepted 
the President's offer of the post at Lon- 
don, some surprise wads manifested, for 
he had kept aloof from politics; in fact, 
never held a political post unless service 
on President Roosevelt’s unpaid Coun- 
try Life Commission could be — 
such.

“Before building money will freely flow 

into.’ projected.construction work the 
building material manufacturer. and 
dealer, laborer and equipment supply 
} interests, must show: that prices of -all 
comméddities “have — been brought to a 
stage of stability. . 

‘In the absence of such assurance lend- 
ers fre cautious, not because they fear 
their ability to compete with structures 
built: before: the war, but because they 
are wary of a condition where excessive 
demand for building materials today, 
when the ‘quantity available is below 
normal, might result in such @ stanmipede 
of. prices, labor costs, &c., as to effec- 
tively prohibit. construction. 

Walter Stabler, Controller of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
probably: the most dofninant of institu- 
tions lending money on building con- 
struction throughout the country, ana- 
lyzes the attitude of the average’ inves- 
tor in respect. to the current;trend of 
building costs and the unquestioned de- 
mand for new buildings in this way: ~~. 

‘*At’no time has the present condition 
of. the mortgage market been even ap- 
proximated, nor have the present real 
estate. conditions ever before existed. 
The whole country reports rentals/ as 
higher: in most cases than ever and n& 
vacancies of moment in either business 
or residence properties; and while ex- 
penses’ for taxes, coal, and labor are 
much higher than usual, the net re- 
turns.are bettér and generally satisfac- 
tory. Places for residence are -scarce, 
and in many cities great congestion has 
resulted. There is, therefore, a strong’ 
demand ‘for new buildings of all kinds, 
particularly for residence purposes. 

“Under normal . conditions. this. de- 
mand could be. quickly supplied, but the 
situation. just now is so abnormal that 
it seems: {impossible to produce even a 
small portion of the needed space. 

.“ Materials for new construction are 
scarce, with- few exceptions, and prices 
higher than has ever been known. Labor 
is -algo scarce and higher than ever 
dreamed of. Any active demand, there- 
fore, for any great amount of hew con- 
struction would surely result in further 
advances of cost to a point that would 
be prohibitive and dangerous, 

“Even if prices for material and 
labor should remain at figures no higher 
than are.now. current, there is an en- 
tire absence of the first requisite for 
such: operation, viz.: the money abso- 
hitely needed to finance buildings. No 
sane builder can or will start his build- 
ings. unless he knows and can convince 
his supply dealers ‘where the necessary 
money is: to, come from. Such _ funds, if 
in large amounts, are generally supplied 

by life insurance’ companies, savings 
banks, and private investors or estates, 
which usually devote a large part of 
their funds to what is generally con- 
sidered the safest, most profitable, and 
gererally desirable form of security, 
> e. mortgages on business buildings, 
residences, and farms. But-such invest- 
ors are almost entirely out of: the mar- 
ket. Their preferred form of investment 
has been entirely sidetracked to~make 
way fsr the tesr profitable but more im- 
portant duty to fyrnish our country with 
méney with which to prosecute the war 
and to finish paying for our share .in 
. the great, conflict. Private investors 
have very. generally put all their -availa- 
ble cash into” Liberty bonds and bor- 
rowed from their banks large portions 
of ‘their subscriptions to compietée their 
purchases, depending on future income 
to return the borrowed funds to the 
banks. 

“The life insurance companies have 
subscribed for huge amourits of bonds 
and must, without doubt, make still 
further large commitments to the forth- 
coming’ Libertv- Loan. The savings banks 
have‘all taken of past issues as much 


‘l as their funds will permit and they also 


must undoubtedly again subscribe when 
the Fifth Liberty Loan: comes out. 

“It. is, therefore, very evident that 
the needs of the Government have taken 
and are likely to take practically all of 
the: funds ‘usually devoted to mortgage 
loans. and ‘other/Tregular forms of se- 
curity. . These facts, however unpleas- 
ant, must:*be met. There is a certainty 
that there can be no material nares 
for at least a year.
